Marches in search of the American Dream infuriate the simple-minded

Last weekend’s March for 
Immigrant Children’s Rights was 
dedicated to the children whose 
parents were deported during this 
last year of stepped up deportations 
and ICE (Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement agency) raids. 

About 250 people participated 
in San Jose’s children’s march and 
rally on Sunday, April 29, and 


land Security which oversees ICE 
on behalf of a seven year old citizen 
who had been incarcerated along 
with his undocumented father for 
several days before being released 
to relatives. 

The Bilbray attitude also ap- 
plies to some descendants of im- 
migrants who came to the United 
States in search of a better life at a 
time when immigration regulations 
were often as simple as arriving to 
these shores, getting inoculated, 
and passing a health exam. 

“People should care about an 
undocumented child because their 
grandparents probably came in 
the same way,” said PACT leader 
Father Jon Pedigo; who expressed 
how, except for the Chinese, immi- 
gration and the path to citizenship 
had been a fairly simple procedure

walked through the downtown 
streets to city hall. A similar Los 
Angeles march drew over 2,000 
people. 

Children’s marches were co- 
ordinated in ten U.S. cities by the 
Dolores Huerta Foundation in an 
effort to highlight the national 
debate over mixed-status families. 
Concerns included the ICE raids 
that were leaving children to fend 
for themselves or become wards of 
the court; as well as the heartbreak 
of foreign-born babies who grow up 
without much chance to get a legal 
driver’s license or to work with a 
valid social security number. 

“What part of illegal in illegal 
immigration do they not under- 
stand?” expressed Republican 
Representative Brian Bilbray in a 
written statement. 

The Bilbray sentiments are 
held by many people who continue 
to lump the complex issues of im- 
migration into a singular sound byte 
and who believe that the Constitu- 
tional protection of citizens do not 
apply to native born minors if their 
parents are undocumented; a sort of 
“sins of our fathers” attitude about 
the application of the law. 

In April the American Civil 
Liberties Union (ACLU) filed suit 
against the Department of Home-

Lack of avenues for legaliza- 
tion continue to separate parents 
and children 

Last month, the Aguilar fam- 
ily of Palo Alto left for Paracuaro, 
Michoacan (population 2,500) after 
the father had been deported for 
missing earlier status adjustment 
hearings. After 17 years of working 
and paying taxes, the Aguilars made 
the mistake of hiring an attorney 
who was eventually disbarred and 
had dropped their case without 
informing them. 

One of an estimated 600,000 
mixed-status families in the United 
States, the Aguilars faced leaving 
their four children to a foster care 
program or bringing them to live in 
a country where only the oldest two 
could speak the language but had 
never learned to write it. The four 
children were 15, 12, 9, and 6 years 
of age. They were citizens. 

Children's cause endorsed by 
San Jose officials 

“We decided to endorse this 
nonviolent campaign to protect our 
immigrant children. My own family 
and some neighbors also marched 
with us today,” said San Jose Vice- 
Mayor David Cortese at the event. 

“A year ago there were marches 
and protests and no one has forgot- 


ten that the federal government 
was telling us that - if anybody in 
the faith communities talked to the 
immigrant issues - we could be ar- 
rested,” Cortese recalled. 

“We were right to protest that,

GERTRUDE WELCH -— January 14, 1919 - April 14, 2007 


For over five decades, Gertrude Welch was a tireless leader, 
volunteer, friend, and community organizer. She relentlessly 
advocated for peace, social justice, and human rights and helped 
to create numerous peace and social justice organizations includ- 
ing the Friday Peace Vigils and South Bay United for Peace and 
Justice, the Interfaith Committee for Social Justice, the Nuclear 
Weapons Freeze Committee, the local Pledge of Resistance to 
Prevent U.S. Military Intervention in Central America, and the 
Interfaith Peace Coalition. She visited such places as Nicaragua 
and the Middle East with faith-based delegations in order to bet- 
ter understand the human rights challenges in these countries. 

Gertrude was a long time active member of the Council of 
Churches and a member of the Steering Committee of the Inter- 
faith Council on Religion, Race, Economic and Social Justice. 
In the 1960s Gertrude served as the Director of the Farm Worker 
Ministry Rotating Church Shelter Program, working tirelessly for 
affordable housing within the faith community. She then served 
as Chair of the Affordable Housing Network where she advocated 
for low income housing for individuals and families. 

Gertrude worked closely with the Santa Clara County Office 
of Human Relations for more than 25 years and served as a member of the Human Relations Commis- 
sion (HRC) and as its Chair. 

Memorial services were on Saturday, April 28, 2007 at 7 p.m. at the Campbell United Methodist 
Church, 1675 Winchester Boulevard, near Hamilton Avenue in Campbell. Gertrude Welch, beloved 
wife of George Welch for 39 years, died April 14, 2007. Gertrude is survived by her husband of 39 
years, George; two daughters and numerous grandchildren.<>

Washington (EFE) — Im- 
migrants and their supporters held 
rallies and marches throughout the 
United States on Tuesday to demand 
a wide-ranging and generous over- 
haul of the nation's immigration 
laws. 

As organizers predicted, it ap- 
peared that overall turnout would 
be smaller than the 1 million people 


Although overall turnout 
was smaller than the 1 mil- 
lion people who took part in 
the demonstrations of May 
1, 2006, immigrants and 
their supporters held rallies 
and marches throughout the 
United States on Tuesday.

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who took part in the demonstrations 
of May 1, 2006, but the fervor of 
their appeals was undiminished. 

The goal of the protests is 
persuading Congress to pass an im- 
migration reform that offers at least 
the prospect of eventual legalization 
to the 12 million undocumented im- 
migrants thought to be living in the 
United States. 

In Arizona, neither 90-degree 
temperatures nor fear of being 
singled out for arrests in future im- 
migration raids stopped more than 
10,000 from joining a march to the 
state capitol in Phoenix. 

“We just want the chance to 
be able to work in peace, to go out 
on the street without fear that this 
could be the last day I can see my 
family because ‘la migra’ (the im- 
migration authorities) could arrest 
me,” said Arturo Durazo, a Mexican 
immigrant, who has lived in Ari- 
zona for the past seven years with 
his wife and three children. 

Despite not drawing the same 
number of participants as last year’s 
historic march, when more than 
100,000 people hit the streets of 
Phoenix, organizers said that the 
event was a great success. 

The recent raids and roundups 


of illegal immi grants, and the agree- 
ments struck by various state-level 
authorities with the immigration 
service were some of the reasons 
organizers expected a smaller turn- 
out this year. 

The marches held on Tuesday 
in Los Angeles to demand fair 
immigration reform also drew a 
smaller number of participants than 
the 650,000 People who took part 
in last year’ s immigrants’ rights 
events in the Southern California 
metropolis. 

Preliminary numbers provided 
by the L.A. police said that some 
2,000 people had gathered first thing 
in the morning, but authorities said 
later that the crowd had swelled to 
more than 25,000 by midday. 

“We’re here to show that we’re 
not criminals, that we’re working 
people who help this country,” said 
Mexican immigrant Ramon Ayala, 
who carried a sign in English and 
Spanish saying “Stop the deporta- 
tions,” told EFE. 

“I don’t expect the same num- 
bers as last year,” said Los Angeles 
Mayor Antonio Villaraigosa in 
a communique provided to the 
press.<> 
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Bush veto proyecto de ley para retirada de tropas 


El Presidente estadounidense, 
George W. Bush, vetó el proyecto 
de ley que vincula la asignación 
de fondos para la guerra en Irak y 
Afganistán con la adopción de un 
calendario para la retirada de las 
tropas del país árabe. 

El veto se produjo inmediata- 
mente después de su llegada a la 
Casa Blanca, luego de una visita a 
Florida y unas horas más tarde de

Se trata de la segunda ocasión 
en que Bush veta un proyecto legis- 
lativo, después de que el año pasado 
bloqueó una medida que hubiera 
dado más fondos federales a la in- 
vestigación con células madre. 

El proyecto de ley, que no 
cuenta con los votos a favor en 


el Congreso para superar el veto, 
preveía que la retirada de las tropas 
comenzara para el 1 de octubre y se 
completara seis meses más tarde.

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Mexico’s Fox spent $856,600 on gifts as president 


Mexico (EFE) — Mexico's ex- 
President Vicente Fox and his wife, 
Marta Sahagun, spent during his 
time in office (2000-2006) the sum 
of 9.42 million pesos ($856,600) on 
private gifts charged to the public 
treasury, including a $4,000 pair of 
cuff links. 

The daily El Universal, which 
obtained the information through 
the Federal Access to Public In- 
formation Law that enforces trans- 
parency in government spending, 
published its findings Saturday and 
said that three companies benefited 
most from these purchases. 

Among the recipients were U.S. 
President George W. Bush, who re- 
ceived in March 2005 a present 
worth 15,525 pesos ($1,411), and 
the late Pope John Paul II, whose 
gift cost ($1,045) and was presented 


to him in February 2001. 

The year 2003 saw the most 
spending of this kind by Fox and 
his wife with a total of 2.66 million 
pesos ($242,220). 

Although the information was 
provided to the daily, it was not 
given in a detailed way and “in 
most cases did not specify the kind 
of presents given.” 

One of the showiest items was 
a pair of cuff links costing the pub- 
lic treasury 44,695 pesos ($4,063), 
presented to an unknown recipient 
in November 2004. 

Among the least costly were 
the 875 pesos ($79) spent at a 
well-known chain of gift shops for 
items given to the Chinese journal- 
ists who visited Mexico several 
months ago. 

Other gifts included T-shirts 
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Vicente Fox and his wife, Marta Sahagun, spent in his six years of office a total of $856,600 on gifts that were charged 
to the public treasury. Photo EFE 


emblazoned with the saying 
“Proudly Mexican” worth 13,000 
pesos ($1,180) and copies of the 
book “Mexican Women of the 
21st Century” worth 101,000 
pesos ($9,180). 

The companies where the 
Fox couple bought most of their 
pricey presents according to the 
newspaper were three - one be- 
longing to Rosa Patricia Candia 
(sometimes entered in the records 
as Candida), the Comercializadora 
Interamericana Empresarial, and 
En Punto Public Relations, owned 
by Eduardo Henkel and Rosaura 
Longoria, “close friends of the 
Fox family,” the daily said. 

Besides detailing Fox's ex- 
penditures, the newspaper said 
that the current president, Felipe 
Calderon, in his first two months 
in office spent 340,561 pesos 
($30,960) on “formal articles for 
his inauguration,” which was held

El conocimiento de los dere- 
chos laborales es un tema de suma 
importancia, especialmente para los 
migrantes que viven en los Estados 
Unidos, ya que muchos emplea- 
dores se aprovechan de la situación 
migratoria de sus trabajadores y del 
poco conocimiento que éstos tienen 
sobre las leyes que los amparan. 

Los Consulados de México 
tienen la obligación de velar porque 
estos derechos sean respetados, a 
través de su relación institucional 
con autoridades, sindicatos, y a 
través de la red de abogados espe- 
cialistas en la materia. 

Sin duda, hay mucho por hacer 
para que estos derechos se cumplan. 
La responsabilidad es compartida 
entre el empleador que tiene la 
obligación de respetar la ley, y el 
trabajador que también debe estar 
informado y así poder exigir sus 
derechos. 

Lamentablemente demasiados 
trabajadores aceptan condiciones de 
trabajo que los perjudican, porque 
creen que debido a su situación 
migratoria irregular no tienen esos 
derechos, o que no pueden pelear 
por ellos y son víctimas de abusos 
por parte de los empleadores. 

El conocimiento de sus dere- 
chos laborales por parte de los tra- 
bajadores es un pase esencial para 
su defensa. 

A continuación enunciamos 
algunos de los más importantes: 

1. Tienen derecho al salario 
mínimo que establece el Estado 
de California, de siete dólares con 
cincuenta centavos por hora. 

2. Después de trabajar una jor- 
nada de ocho horas, tienen derecho 
al pago de horas extras. Cualquier 
hora laborada después de una jor- 
nada de diez horas, se debe pagar 
doble. 

3. Si se trabaja el séptimo día, 
toda hora se debe pagar doble. 

4. Si trabajan para un contra- 
tista, tienen derecho a que se les 
pague semanalmente. 

S. Si los despiden, de inme- 
diato se les debe pagar lo que se les 
debe. Si renuncian voluntariamente, 
tienen derecho a que se les pague 
lo que se les debe, a más tardar 
tres días después de que dejaron 
de trabajar. 

6. Un lugar de trabajo seguro 
y sin peligros. Si usted necesita 
equipo especial para protegerse, 
el patrón tiene la obligación de 
proporcionar de manera gratuita 
a los trabajadores dicho equipo y 
las herramientas necesarios para 
desempeñar su trabajo. 

7. El patrón debe proveer a los 


trabajadores de sanitarios limpios 
en el lugar de trabajo. 

8. Los trabajadores tienen 
derecho a un descanso pagado de 
diez minutos por cada cuatro horas 
de trabajo, y por cada cinco horas 
laboradas, merecen media hora para 
comer, sin pago. 

9. Recibir una indemnización 
cuando se lastima por un accidente 
laboral.

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Argentine “madwomen” of Plaza de Mayo celebrate 30th year 


Buenos Aires (EFE) — The 
Argentine mothers once denounced 
as “madwomen” for daring to 
demand information about loved 
ones abducted during the 1976-1983 
military dictatorship’s “dirty war” 
against real and imagined subver- 
sives commemorated here Monday 
the 30th anniversary of their first 
silent march in the capital’s main 
square. 

That protest marked the emer- 
gence of the Mothers of the Plaza de 
Mayo, whose name was to become 
a global synonym for dignity and 
defense of human rights against a 
regime blamed for anywhere from 
15,000 to 30,000 deaths. 

The two factions into which the 
movement has divided organized 


separate ceremonies, albeit charged 
with the same emotion. 

The Mothers split into two 
groups after a law was approved to 
provide economic compensation for 
families of the slain and the disap- 
peared and those who had suffered 


jail and torture for their political 


beliefs. 

The Mothers Founding Line 
held a torchlight march Sunday 
night preceded by a music festi- 
val featuring Cuban singer and 
songwriter Pablo Milanes and the 
Argentine Teresa Parodi, among 
other artists. 

“These have been 30 years 
of struggle without rest and we 
are reminding our children of that 
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as well as the many mothers who 
dropped out along the way. We 
offered a recital because we didn't 
want this to be a sad occasion, even 
though the wound will never heal,” 
said Founding Line president Nora 
Cortiñas. 

The idea of meeting just foot- 
steps away from the building where 
the dictatorship had plotted the most 
vicious repression in Argentine his- 
tory came from Azucena Villaflor, 
who was kidnapped in December 
1977 and later murdered. 

“Individually we will achieve 
nothing. Why don't we all go to 
the Plaza de Mayo? When there are 
many of us, then-junta chief Jorge 
Videla will have to receive us,” Azu- 
cena told the mothers who, as she 
did, had searched through churches, 
barracks and jails without finding 
any trace of their children. 

“The disappeared, make them 
say where they are. They were alive 
when they took them away, we want 
them back alive,” was the cry that, 
after the return of democracy in 
1983, was heard every Thursday in 
the Plaza de Mayo. 

“In the plaza we were all equal. 
We all had our sons and daughters 
taken away, we all went through the 
same thing. It made us feel better. 
That's why we gathered together 
in the plaza and consolidated our 
group,” Hebe Bonafini, current 
leader of the Mothers of the Plaza 
de Mayo Association, said 20 years 
ago. 

For her part, venerable Argen- 
tine protest singer Mercedes Sosa 
added her voice in homage of the 
Mothers of the Plaza de Mayo with 
an appearance also scheduled for 
Monday night in the context of the 
33rd Buenos Aires International 
Book Fair.<>

2006 individual income tax returns 
and you either sent the taxing agen- 
cies a check or you are fortunate 
to be receiving a refund.

Do you need to adjust your 
withholding? 

We all like receiving refunds 
when we file our tax return, but does 
it have to be a very large refund. Ev- 
ery $1,200 reduction in your refund 
is the equivalent of an additional

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Now that you have either received a refund or paid taxes, you should find 
ways to make 2007 a better tax year. 


$100 a month in your pocket. What 
could you do with an additional 
$100 a month? If you are the type 
that would use it constructively, 
then you should consider reduc- 
ing your withholding so that the 
amount is in your paycheck every 
pay period. However, if you would 
just waste it on more coffee at Star 
Bucks and would use a lump sum 
of $1,200 more constructively, then 
leave your withholding alone. 

If you had to write a check 
for additional taxes, you may want 
to increase your withholding to 
eliminate or reduce the chance of 
ending next year owing additional 
taxes. For some people, writing a 
large check at year end is a hardship 
but losing small amounts each week 
would not be noticed. An $11.54 
weekly increase in your withhold- 
ing is the equivalent of a $600 
check in April. Which would you 
miss more, a large check for $600 
or a bunch of $11 checks? 

Improve your recordkeep- 
ing 

You can also become a more 
organized record keeper, especially 
when it comes to charitable dona- 
tions. When you purchase that cof- 
fee and cookies to take to church 
or Sunday School, put the receipt 
in an envelope marked 2007 as 
soon as you get in from the store. 
And stop putting loose cash in the 
basket atchurch. Cash can only be 
documented if you use an assigned 
church envelope. For even better 
documentation, use a check. 

Mileage is another item that 
can usually be better documented. 
Since you are driving anyway, 
better documentation will help 
substantiate the deduction. Most, 
if not all, cars have trip gauges, so 
it does not take much effort to push 
the button when you start off and 
then write down the distance when 
you return. You can purchase small 
travel logs at all office supply stores 
for a couple of dollars.

Review your retirement con- 
tributions 

Review the 401K or 403B 
retirement contributions withheld 
from your paychecks. Many em- 
ployers will match a percentage of 
each employee's contribution. In 
order to receive the maximum ben- 
efit of this matching you should at 
least be withholding up to the match 
amount. An increase in your retire- 
ment deduction will also reduce 
your income tax since the 401K or 
403B contributions reduce gross 
taxable income. A change in your 
contribution amount may be offset 
by the two items mentioned above, 
so that you are actually not out any 
additional cash. 

Family Considerations 

Something we don’t like to 
talk about is a negative change in 
your marital status. If it looks like 
you will be divorced this year, you 
should consider changing your 
withholding status from married to 
single now. Tax law says your filing 
status is based on what you are on 
December 31. Consequently, if you 
have been withholding at the lower, 
married rate, you could have a major 
tax bill when you do your 2007 re- 
turn as a single person. There is no 
prorating of your filing status. 

You also need to look at the 
status of your dependents. If one of 
your kids will be getting married 
in 2007 or turns 24, you may lose 
their dependent deduction, This 
will increase your income taxes, 
so you may need to increase your 
withholding. The opposite is true 
if it looks like you will be adding 
a family member. Just like the 
married versus single filing status, 
there is no prorating of a dependent 
deduction. Dependent qualification 
is also determined as of December 
31, except in the event of the death 
of a dependent during the year.

Según un estudio, a menudo 
existe un estigma en torno a los 
trastornos psiquiátricos en la co- 
munidad latina.

If you like to take your vaca- 
tions in places off the beaten track, 
now would be a good time to visit 
the Costa Maya. Chances are, you 
haven't heard much about this spot 
on the Mexican Caribbean. That's 
because its neighbors up the coast 


at Cancun and the Riviera Maya 
get the lion's share of visitors to 
the area. 

But now, the Costa Maya is 
on tap to get a piece of the action. 
Big-time developers are setting their 
sights on some of its 70 miles of 
powdery, white sand beaches. 

Just where is the Costa Maya? 


Check out a map of eastern Mexico's 
Yucatan Peninsula and you’ll see the 
three main sections of its 240-mile 
Caribbean shoreline. Running down 
the upper half of the coast are Can- 
cun and the Riviera Maya, where 
hundreds of hotels — collectively 
with 60,000 rooms — host some 6 
million guests a year.

Below that, in a huge, green 
blob taking up about a quarter of 
the coast, is a tropical version of the 
Florida Everglades called a “bio- 
sphere reserve.” And below that, 
another quarter of the coast runs all 
the way down to the Belize border. 
That’s the Costa Maya. 

Right now, the local hot spot 
for tourists is a built-from-scratch 
cruise port called Puerto Costa 
Maya. It opened just five years 
ago near Mahahual on the site of 
a former fishing village. “There 
used to be 80 people and 10 dogs 
there,” recalls port spokesman Ce- 
sar Lizarraga. 


become Mexico’s second most-vis- 
ited port. Passengers pour ashore 
—from as many as three mega-liners 
at a time — to find themselves in a 
70,000-square-foot shopping and 
entertainment center built to look 
like a classic Mayan city. 

Some go on to flake out on 
nearby beaches or to splash around 
in the clear, blue-green waters of 
the Caribbean. Still others opt for 
dozens of tours running the gamut 
from scuba diving at the spectacular 
Mesoamerica barrier reef to pyra- 
mid climbing out in the jungle. 

Just think, back home you can

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be the first to drop the names of 
Mayan archaeological sites such 
as Dzibanche, Kohunlich, Chac- 
choben, Kinichna, Chakanbakan 
and Oxtankah.

Maya will likely host close to a 
million passengers this year. He 
attributes its remarkable growth to 
“a combination of all the wonderful 
things there are to see and do here, 
and very cheap port fees (for cruise 
dockings).” 

Developers on the way 

Expected to spark another 
major upturn in visitors to the area 
is a recently announced project by 
Fonatur, Mexico's tourism develop- 


ment agency — the people who came 
up with Cancun, Los Cabos, Ixtapa 
and other successful super-resorts. 
The spotlight here will be on 6,500 
acres of prime property north of 
the port. 

The development is planned 
to dot some of the Costa Maya’s 
most beautiful beaches, along the 
17-mile coastline from Mahahual 
up to El Uvero. But instead of 
building super-resorts for mass 
tourism, the focus here will be on 
“boutique hotels catering to a more 
exclusive market,” according to 
Manuel Conde, Fonatur’s director 
for the eastern Yucatan state of 
Quintana Roo. 

The agency’s role will be to ac- 
quire the land, level it and otherwise

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pave the way for developers to build 
lodging spots, shopping centers, a 
golf course, a marina and the like. 
The first phase of the project is ex- 
pected to have a hotel inventory of 
up to 1,500 rooms. 

Long term, Conde noted, the 
project will be capped at 10,000 
rooms. 

Currently, there are about 500 
rooms at a handful of tourist-class 
hotels scattered around the region. 
Most are in Chetumal, an inland city 
(population: 125,000) at the lower 
end of the state near the border with 
Belize. 


Local officials point out that 
the overall area is known as the 
Grand Costa Maya, which includes 
the beaches as well as the region’s 
inland cities and archaeological 
sites, and attractions such as Lake 
Bacalar and the Bay of Chetumal. 

Getting there: It’s about a three 
and a half hour drive down a modern 
highway from Cancun International 
Airport to Chetumal or Mahahual. 
That could be cut by a little over an 
hour if a planned international jet- 
port opens up some 80 miles down 
the coast from Cancun near the Ma- 
yan ruins of Tulum. Another option

is to fly to Mexico City, then hop on 
a domestic flight to Chetumal. Plans 
are afoot to upgrade the Chetumal 
airport for international flights, pos- 
sibly from U.S. points.
